A ll Ni^ht OaucuB In Third. 


The third ward caucus was called to 
order promptly at 8 o’clock by Chair­ 
man Seel and adjourned about 
11 
o’clock on motion of Attorney Sears. 
Twelve delegates were elected to the 
county convention and this was the 
sura total of the business. The caucus 
made the remarkable time of electing 
one delegate every fifteen minutes. 
The tired multitude was glad that 
there were but a dozen deiegates to 
elect. 


The first battle came upon the selec­ 
tion of a chairman. John Seel re­ 
ceived 54 and Dr. White 40 votes. This 
was a victory for the Sears-Van Riper 
mea and they were jubilant. J. N. 
Klock was made secretary and Dr. 
Tutton, F. S. Hopkins and Dr. Kerry 
tellers. 


The business proper of the conven­ 
tion was then begun by Fred A. Hobbs 
who assumed the role of master of cere­ 
monies. He read the following reiiolu- 
tion: 


Whereas, Charles N. Sears is and 
has been for Fome months a candidate 
for prosecuting attorney of Berrien 
county, and 


Whereas, Charles N. Sears is a resi­ 
dent of this ward and a faithful worker 
in the republican party. 


Therefore, resolved, that the re­ 
publicans of the tnlrd ward do hereby 
extend to Mr. Sears the compliment of 
selecting the delegates from this ward 
to the county convention to be held the 
IHih inst. That he be permitted to 
name three persons to select such dele­ 
gation and the three so selected to be 
a part of the t-aid delegation. 


Dr. Tuttqn, one of the strongest 
supnorters of Mr. Sears, waa the first 
to oppose the resolution. Capt Graves 
previously moved that the resolution 
be tabled and Dr. Tutton in supporting 
It made a vigorous speech. 
He said 
that he bad always fought the idea of 
delefCftting tbe power of » third waro 


caucus to one man and he was still 
opposed to it. 


Mr. Plummer arose to speak and he 
was choked olT by some one who raisec 
the point that the motion to table was 
not debatable. The motion to lay on 
the table was carried by a vote of 64 
to 41). 


Mr. Plummer moved to take from 
the table, and he proceeded to lambast 
Capt Graves for making a motion to 
cut otT free speech. No one supported 
Plummer’s motion, but it was dlscussec 
far nearly an hour. Mr. Hobbs and 
Mr. Godfrey exchanged old-time com­ 
pliments. Attorney H. S. Gray de­ 
fended the resolution to lay on the 
table in ao eloquent speech. He said 
he was a stranger in the ward and in 
the city but had lived here 
lonj.; 
enough to attend two caucuses, and 
though he was a personal friend of 
Stearns, he had repeatedly compli­ 
mented the Ferry managers in the 
ward for the fair way In which they 
trloimed the friends of Stearns. Ho 
hoped that the power of the caucus 
would not be delegated to one man and 
thus compcl him to lose his good opin­ 
ion of the politics of the ward.

marks, forecasting;, as they did the 
fusion of the three parties on the d.em- 
oeratic national tieket, were received 
with unbounded enthusiasm. Mr. Stev­ 
enson. who is Mr. Bryan's guest, was

])oar ai the afternoon meeting, lie was

at

At the afternoon meeting, the speak­ 
ers wore Mr. liryan. Congressman Sha-

Mr. Bryan spoke last, and only in re­ 
sponse to repeated calls. He was w’ild- 
ly cheered as Chairman Kdmiston in­ 
troduced him as “Mr. Bryan, of North 
America.”

tribute to Gen. Weaver. Charles A.

Is the Barber Information Prepared 
by Van Horn. 


State Board Refused to Allow Print­ 
ing Bill. 


Grand Rapids, July 11.—The state 
examining board of barbers was in ses­ 
sion yesterday at Sweet’s hotel, and 
about sixty applicants for certiticates 
were in attendance. They came from 
all parts of Kent, Allegan, Ottawa, 
Barry and Ingham counties and from 
other points within a radius of seventy- 
tive miles of Grand Rapids, not more 
than a dozen being residents of the 
city. The examination consists merely 
of questions designed to show the ap­ 
plicant’s knowledge of antiseptics, of 
the various disease germs wuich are 
apt to infest barber shops, and of the 
proper methods of ventilation, of ster­ 
ilization tools and of keeping their 
shops clean and free from disease. 
About one-third of the applicants are 
negroes. 


The three members of the board who 
are conducting the examination are, 
F. M. Van Horn of Benton Harbor, 
Charles Rleger of Detroit, and R. M. 
Fillmore of Lausing. They are hold­ 
ing examinations in various parts of 
the state iu order not to inconvenience 
the barbers more than necessary. In 
the examination at Jackson about two 
weeks ago there were fifty-two appli­ 
cants, and at Benton Harbor soon af­ 
terward 
forty-one were questioned. 
Out of the entire number «only four 
failed to come up to the requirements. 
Tne instruction book whicti was pre­ 
pared some time ago by the state 
board for distribution among the bar­ 
bers of the state as a means- of prepar­ 
ing them (or the 
examination was 
never is&ued, the state board of au­ 
ditors refusing to sanction the expense.

At Shanghai it seems now to be the 
general belief t h a t the d ate of th e dis­ 
patch of Ju ly 3, asserting th at tw o le­ 
gations w^ere still standing, w as an 
error, eith er accidental or intentional. 
The couriers m ust have left Peking at 
least five days earlier, m aking th e real 
d ate of the message Ju n e 28, while the 
alleged m assacres are said to have oc­ 
curred on Ju n e 30.

The FiKhtlni^ nt T ien tsin . 


According to a special Chefoo dis­ 
patch, the fighting around Tientsin on

The British losses alone 
were 30 killed and wounded. The 
nese had 75,000 men attac k in g sim ul­ 
taneously from the west, north and 
east, and m ade'excellent practice with 
over 100 guns. 
T he defenders 
n u m ­ 
bered 14,000, with scant supplies, and it 
ivas only the presence of th e newly a r­ 
rived Japanese and Russian guns th a t 
prevented 
a disaster. 
One Russian 
3om pany o f infantry, num bering 120 
men had 115 killed or wounded. 
The 
Germ an con tin g en t also suffered heav­ 
ily. 
By the evening of the 4th the sit­ 
uation was very critical.

The fossils of the Pem pean form ation 
belong to the m ost recent geological 
period, when man had perhaps already 
appeared

earth. 
South 
America was at th a t time inhabited by 
anim als of 
the m ost extraordinary 
characters, somt? of gigantic size, and 
most of them unlike nny creat ures now* 
living. Of these extinct anim als there 
are several hundred specimens in this 
collection, including 
nine 
complete 
Bkeletons of as nwiny different species, 
besides skulls and incom plete skeletons 
of m any more. 


The largest of these South American 
anim als were the g re at groundi slotJ>«, 
somewhat like the little tree 
sloths 
wlucii now inhabit the forests of Bra­ 
zil, but of gigantic size and massiste pro­ 
portions, the hin d q u arters and tail be­ 
ing especially sto u t and heavy. They 
had g re at digging claws on the feet, 
which were used in uprooting and pull­ 
ing dow’n trees In order to feed on their 
foliage. There were m any different 
species, varying from the size of an ox 
to th a t of the larg est elephant. Two 
complete skeletons suitable for m ount­ 
ing, besides m any less perfect speci­ 
mens, rejîresent In th e American m use­ 
um of n a tu ra l history the ground sloths 
latheC ope Pem pean collection.—^Amer­ 
ican Museum Journal.

A plague of snails, or slugs, as the af­ 
flicted people call them, lately struck 
Jeffersonville, Ind., in full force, and 
Instances are cited where persons have 
been compelled to move. 
Their first 
appearaiice was after the flood of Feb­ 
ruary, 1S84, but they have never been 
so bad as at present. 
The pests arc 
not exactly like a snail, but resemble 
them In some respects. They have no 
shells and are night raiders, says the 
New York World. 


At no place in the citj' where the 
flood water failed to reach has one of 
the slugs been seen, but in the most 
fashionable quarters the 
pests 
are 
numerous. 
In size they range from 
one to six inchcs in length, being fron\ 
a quarter to an inch in diameter. It is 
not until ten o’clock at night that the 
snails come out of their hiding places, 
under houses, and' slug hunting parties 
have become fashionable. 


Armed with a lamp and a cup of salt, 
the people hunt for the pest, and when 
a slug is found its days are numbered, 
for tlie smallest particle of salt means 
death. The more salt the quicker the 
work.

An enormous phosphorescent crab, 
the like of whieh has never heret<» 
f(jre been found, was recently cap­ 
tured in the Indian ocean un<l is now 
in the atpiarium of the '/i)ologleal so­ 
ciety of Calcutta, says the New York 
Herald. This huge crustacean, which 
was caught a mile away from shore, 
is 02 centimeters in diameter and ita 
claws are more than a yar<l 
long.
